About a fortnight ago a branch of the — 
zation iu Perty county ki a black man 
who was on one of the Illinois Central trains. 
Faihng to get the use of the Perry county jail, 
they took the man to Union county and put 


~ him in the Jonesboro’ jail. Some of the citizens 


of Perry county learning what was done, ap- 
plied to Iman, the County Judge, and desired 
him to discharge the infprisoned man, hut he 
refused, aiming that he had legal authority to 
hold him under the Illinois Black Laws! Finally 
Mr. B. G. Root of Tamaroa, Perry county, re 

solved to test the legality of these proceedings, 
und last week he applied to Judge Caton of 
Otiawa for a writ of habeas corpus, requiring 
the Sheriff of Union county to produce the 
body of the negro before His Hovor at Ottawa 
forthwith, and to show by what authority be 
was imprisoned. At first the Sheritf refused 
to obey the writ at all, denying Judge Caton’s 
right to issue it. Afterwards he concluded that 
he would first hunt up some one to claim the 
negro as his slave, and then proceed with him 
to Ottawa. — took about ten brag to one

classic—‘* None of your sauce“ 


Oysters are the most democratic of dishes, 


and henee we need not wonder at their immense 
popularity with Americans. They are the amal- 
gamators of society, obliterating the hatefo) 
lines of demarcation between rank and the 
canaille, weallh and poverty. It is only the 
rich man, the “ incarnation of fat dividends,” 
who can luxuriate in turtle-soup, canvass-backs 
and champagne; bat upon the delicious bi- 
valves the most unhappy “ circulator of copper 
coin” can reek and riot. Among the Romans, 
oysters were beld in profound estimation. They 
ligared prominently at the banquets of the Em 
perors, and were considered by the epicures as 
the best of all dishes with which to quiet a 
barking stomach—lenire stomachum latrantem 
or to spur a jaded appetite. Just as at the 
present day, epicures are split into parties 
touching the merits of different “‘ brands — the 
Ediaburgher extolling bis Pandores, the citi- 
zen of Dublin the “Powldoodies of Burran, 
while with the Londoner nothing slips down so 
well as the large, full-favored Colchester, or 
the little fat Milton—the American, meanwhile, 
deeming them all flat and unprofitable, com- 
pared with his own mammoth juicy Baltimores 
—so the gourmands of the Eternal City were 
divided in opizion about the produce of diffe:- 
ent beds; though, on the whole, the palm was’ 
given to the oysters of the Lucrine Lake, of 
Urundusium, and of Abydos in the Hellespont, 
for which they paid fabulous prices. Baskets 
of these were considered fit presents for Kings; 
and we are told that the Emperor Trazax, when 
fighting the Parthians, had some sent to him by 
the Adams 's Express of the day, from the pon- 
tiff Apicres. 


Even clams, which may be considered a very 


inferior species of oysters, were keenly relished 
by the magnates of the Eternal City; and Lrvr, 
in contrasting the tastes of “ the foremost man 
of all the world” with his great rival, brings to 
light a most interesting difference ia their char- 
acters: Pompeius clam et nocte ; Casar palam 
et interdiu”—Poupzy eat clams by night; 
C.rsarm eat by the pailful and in the day-time. 
la Athens, oyster-shells were the interpreters 
vf the jadicial sentences of the law, the citizens 
inscribing upon these eonehological tablets the 
doom of their diggraced favorites or heroes, 
whom they no longer worshipped. After the 
Fourth Century, we hear little of oysters till 
reiga of the grand monarch, Louss XIV., when 
they came inte vogue in Frauce, and soon be- 
o me se popular with the frog-eaters, that Lovis 
XVIIL. was nicknamed by the wags of Paris 
Louis de Autre (Oyster Louis), iustead of 
Louis dir huit, because he was accustomed to 
swallow dozens upon dozens of oysters daily, 
as a whet before dinner. Gastronomers pretend 
that this may be done with impunity, and even 
with advantage, as the stomach is thus cleared 
“of accidental phlegm, the gastric juice in- 
“creased, and any air which may be fixed about 
“the organs of digestion condensed and dis- 


Oysters are interesting in a scientific and po- 


etical, as well as in a gastronomie point of view. 
The anatomical structare of the animal is won- 
derfally perfect ; it has a liver, iatestinal canal, 
a bag for a stomach, a tiny heart with its auri- 
cle and ventricle, and series of blood vessels, 
aad perves acutely sensible, just as perfect as 
iu bigger animals. Like a dandy of the deep, it 
sports a beard, seientifically called a Ayseus, 
which bas an acute sense of feeling—like that 
of the human animal, (as you may flud by pall- 
ing your neighbor’s.) In allusion to this, some 
wit has called the oyster one of the greatest 


anomalies of nature, because <i 
It wears a beard without anv chin. 
And teaves its bed to be tucked tn.”

Munich-Public Parks.

You will be gratified, I trust, to learn that 
Munich continues to wave,” that her banners, 
as far as I have observed, do the same thing, 
and though I have not been struck with the un- 
reasonableness of ber charges, I should not be 
surprised to find when I settle my hetel bill, 
that in this matter she still obeys the injunction 
of the poet. Munich seems to me somethiog 
like Chieago. It has about the same popula- 
tion, is situated in a wide plain, and many of its 
buiidings resemble the fine buildings erected 
within the last few years in Chicago. The Iser 
is little too fast for the Chicago River, but the 
people of Munich are enough slower than ours 
to offset that. Munich has no Lake Michigan, 
but I must confess that she is a little ahead of 
Chicago in her libraries, galleries of art, eathe- 
drals, parks and gardens. . — 
Munch owes almost everything to the late 
King of Bavaria, who bas lavished the revenues 
of Bavaria and the contents of his own purse in 
making this city beautiful and attractive. Mu- 
nich was not of old an important place. Augs- 
barg, by which the traveler passes without stop- 
ping, was a much more importaat place in the 
fifteenth and sixteenth centuries. But within 
the last few years great numbers of beautiful 
buildings have been erected here, aud they are 
not mere piles of stone and brick and mortar, 
but are adorned with frescoes and sculptures, 
and everything which ert can furnish. The arts 
of painting im encaastic and upon glass, long 
supposed to have been lost, have been here re- 
vived, and all the arts have bere attained great 
perfection. Artists bave been drawn hither 
from all parts of the world, and Munich is now 
said to be the best place in Europe to study art. 
ihe public library is the largest but one in the 
world, and the University has another nearly 
as large, containing five or six hundred thou- 
sand volumes. 
There are two galleries of paintings—one for 
the old masters and one for the works of the 
nineteenth century. Ove room in the former 
has ninety-five of Rubens’ pictures. I have not 
taste enough to prefer the old to the new, and I 
confess I prefer the clear, fresh colors of many 
of the modern pictures to dingy old Rembrandts 
and Titians, Among the new pictures is Kaul- 
bach’s Destruction of Jerusalem”—a famous 
and fine picture. The Gallery of Sculpture bas 
the “ Egina Marbles,“ the leeping Fawn,” 
and many other well knowa works, but I was 
rather disappointed in it. 
I have been struck with the extensive parks 
aod gardens ia all European cities, and have 
been pained to think that, with ell ber preten- 
sions, Chicago has nothing deserving the name 
ofa park. That she should not yet have gath- 
ered together great libraries and galleries of 
art may bé excused on the score of youth, but 
that she should have neglected to provide for 
the first and most essential want of a city, when 
it could most easily have been provided for, is 
the worst charge that has ever yet been broyght 
with jastice against her. Glasgow has one park 
of about three hundred acres, and another nearly 
as large. Edinburgh has one of about eighty 


aud one or two public buildings stand of about 
a quarter of a mile wide anda mile or two in 
length, besides grounds atout the Castle, seve- 
ral hundred acres about Holyrood Palace, Carle- 
ton Hill, and extensive gardens. London has

ered with trees and flowers, each as large as 
anything Chicago has got, but she dees not 
thiak of calling them parks. Paris bas its 
Champs de Mars, where Where is room for a hun- 
dred thousand troops to maneuver ; its Luxem- 
bourg Gardens, which must contain at least one 
or two hundred acres; its Jardin des Plants, 
mearly as large; several ‘other gardens and 
parks, and fivally the Gardens of the Tuilleries 
and the Champs Elyssees, extending two or 
three miles along the Seine. Munieh has many 
fine gardens and public grounds, and one—the 
English Garden—laid out by Count Rumford, 
is four miles long and half a mile broad, end is 
one of the most delightful places one can con- 
ceive ef. I think Chicago ought not to style 
herselc the “Garden City,” without garden 
or a park.
